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A Bull Beat. 


“ Blast that critter!” roared Uncle’ Jess, 
as he espied old Babcok’s big red bull lum- 
bering over gates and fences making a “ bee 
line” for our cow-yard. 

“Blast him I do say! There goes two 
panels of that new fence, smash and cuss 
him, there he goes right over the cabbage 
patch into the cow-yard.” 

“Why don’t you set the dogs on him, 
Uncle Jess?” 1 ventured to observe, as the 
whole co-fluke of the boys and giris throng- 
ed the door to see Babcock’s bull perform 
his customary destruction to vet into Uncle 
Jess’s cow-yard. 

“ Dogs be hanged ! They won’t tech him, 
feared of him as death ?” 

“ Shoot the ugly cuss, then, Uncle 
Jess ?” 

“Shoot him?”  Hain’t I tried that? 
Peppered him one morning with my double 
barrelled gun—pint of shot: no use, the 
cussed critter minded it no more than he 
does the flies; but hanged ef I stand it much 
longer. L’ve complained of him to Babcock, 
nigh forty times; so have the neivhbors; 
Babcock swears he can’t keep the bull in 
—knocks down every thing, and clear’s out 
jest when he’s a min’ to.” 

“Uncle Jess,” says I “I'll floor him or 
put him to his trumps if you’ll stand the 
damaves.” 

« Damages! Lord bless me, hain’t I stood 
em these twelve months? Damages! Ef 
you'll drive him off, Dick, T’ll give you the 
sorrel colt and a par o’ boots, Christmas, 
hanged ef I don’t!” . 

“Dll try” says I, taking up my gun, and 
loading it with a double handful of buckshot 
and powder, and calling the dogs, I started 
for the cow-yard, met the two gals with 
empty pails, cursing like troopers, old Bab- 
cdck’s will bull. 

Looking over the fence I espied the bull 
amusing himself with feat’s of jugglery, toss- 
ing up Uncle Jess’s hay ricks, unhinging 
barn doors, and tossing them up oa his 
broad horns as easy and delighted as a boy 
with a shutile-cock. ; 

“ Now old bull, I'll give you a merry pan- 
demonium in the rear, and then set the 
dogs on you, while cousin Jake and the 
Dutch boy will charge with pitchforks and 
give you fits at once.” 

To make a sure thing of it I climbed over 
the bars to get nearer the bull, who suspi- 
cioned something was going on, turned his 
ugly face around and came at me. 1 let ber 
rip, give him the pep bang I had intended 
for his rear, into bis shaggy face. I expect- 
ed tosee him fall down; but no, sir, he 
merely shook his head, the shot rolled off 
like drops of sweat; he turned up his wall 
eyes, cocked up his tail, giving one roar and 
snort, he charged bayonets at the bars with 
his horns, carried them easy ; myself, cousin 
Jake, and thé Dute : boy, with the two dogs 
were standin behind the fence, and before 
you could say “smear case,” he had us! 
One dog was knocked inio the middle of last 
summer, the other scvoted. Jake fell—very 
suddenly over the fence!

A thunder storm had been coming up for 
the previous hour, and now it burst over us, 
the rain falling in scattered drops, big as 
hickory nuts, and the thunder began to roll 
long and loud. One sudden crack and roar 
of Heaven’s artillery seemed to impress the 
bull with the notion that it was popping 
away at him again; but seeing nobody about 
he gave a valorous roar of defiance pawed 
up the litter and strode off towards some of 
the “ sooks” and“ brindles,” under a huge 
old white oak tree, near the road. 

And his bullship must needs have the tree 
to himself; so he intimated to his female 
friends, in the most pointed manner—with 
his horns—that they must slide and they did 
leaving old Babcock’s bull rubbing his stal- 
wart side against the body ofthe tree. Again 
the thunders rolled and roared, and again the 
‘bull looked around to see if any popguns,

But now a 
cloud as black as ink lowered over the 
head of Babcock’s bull, and bursting with 
one of those awful deafening peals of double 
distilled thunder, the top of the gigantic tree 
cracked—was rent asunder, while a ball of 
fire seemed to run down the tree, ripping its 
massive trunk, and dashing the splinters 
about like the chaff before'the wind.

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AMasonic Burial at Sea. 


During the recenttrip of the steamer Em- 
pire City from Havana to this port, acci- 
dent occured which lefta deep and perma- 
nent impression upon the minds of all on 
board. Death is at all times a fearful thing; 
but when the king of terrors claims his own 
upon the sea, and rudely severs the ass cia- 
tionwhich invariably connect those who journ 
ey together upon the great deep, a peculiar 
feeling is experienced that lingers upon the 
mind, and causes one to remember vividiy 
for years, what would under other circum- 
stances, pass away like the summer breeze, 
leaving little orno trace upon their memo- 
ry. 
The same day the steamer left Havana. 
April 11th. it was reported to Captain Win- 
dle that one of the cabin passengers, Mr. 
Joseph Waterman, formerly of Galveston, 
Texas, had died at three o’cloek, of con- 
sumption, and in accordance with the cus- 
tomary usuages observed at sea, the remains 
were placed in a hammock and laid upon 
the quater-deck, in order to be buried at 
sunset. The deceased was a Royal Arch 
Mason, formerly attached to alodge and 
chapter of the fraternity in the city of Gal- 
veston;and as there were several of the 
mystic tie on board the steamer, it was re- 
solved that the deceased should be interred 
with the Masonic honors peculiar to the 
order. 

A formal demand was made upon Captain 
Windle for the remains, who promptly ac- 
ceeded to the request, with that urbanily 
which is so marked a trait in bis character 
as a gentleman; and as the sun was .about 
sinking beneath the wave they were plac- 
ed in charge of such of the fraternity as 
were on board to be burried by them 
with the last sad rites pecullar to the in- 
stitution. 

The remains which had been covered by 
the United States flag, were laid upon a 
plank at the stern ofthe steamer, and as the 
ship’s bell 1began to toll the intervals, the 
brethren fo med a circle around the corpse, 
when the Masonic burial service was beau- 
tifully delivered by Past Master J. E. Elli- 
ot, of New York, who presided as Master 
unon this oceasion. The ceremony, beau- 
tifully impressive at all times, was remark- 
ably so upon this occasion; and when the 
worshipful brother pronounced, “* We there- 
fore, commit the body of our departed brother 
the great deep; his memory shall remain en- 
graven upon the tablets of our hearts, while 
his spirit shall return unto God who gave 
it,” a single plunge was heard, and the de- 
ceased had gone to his last long home, ac- 
companied by the last fond words of ‘alas 
my brother!” from those of the fraternity who 
formed the broken chain upon the quarter- 
deck of the sfeamer. 

Itis of very rare occurrence that any 
member of the craftis burried with the hon- 
ors of the traternity while at sea; but the 
character of the deceased was so well known 
as‘‘ajust and upright Mason,” that it was 
considered but a jrst contribute to bis mem- 
ory. It was a scene marked with more than 
ordinary degree of solemnity, and will not 
readily be forgotten by those who partici- 
pated in the obsequies of the deceased.—New 
Orleans Picayune.

PRUSSIA. 


Berlin, May 3.—The following is transla- 
tion of the speech which the King delivered 
this afternoon on closing the Chambers :— 

Iliustrious, noble, and dear sirs of both 
Houses of the Diet,p—When,. five months 
back, I bid you welcome from this place, 
European relations were still involved in the 
gravest complications. Their issue was still 
shrouded in the obscurity of the future; and 
it was not impossible that dangers and sac- 
rifices, which the gracious providence of 
God had till then averted from our country, 
might have been in store for us, Since then, 
in consequenoe of the wise moderation of 
the belligerent Powers, the long-desired 
work of peace has been happily brought to 
a conclusion, with the comaion consent and 
co-operation of my Government. ‘The hizh 
prices of the main necessaries of life that in 
the commencement of the winter filled my 
heart with care and anxiety, have been felt 
toa painful extent in every provitice of the 
monarchy. ‘There have, however, been to 
my great Satisfaction, many openings for re- 
munerative labour. Everywhere that 
dearth or scarcity was to be apprehended 
my Government has been unremitting in its 
endeavours to anticipate and prevent the 
evil, and has met with powerful assistance 
—one that must be recognised with every 
feeling of gratitude, in the ready and willing 
liberality of my people. Since then, in con- 
sequence of the realisation of our aspirations 
for peace, the prices of the necessaries of life 
have considerably sunk, and we may venture 
to indulge in the expectation of a satisfac- 
tory harvest, which, should God bless the 
land with, will put an end to the  searcity. 
Your labours. gentlemen, in the session 
which we are now closing, have shown 
themselves fruitful and successful in many 
important branches of legislation. With 
your co-operation, it bas been possible to 
improve our charter in various essential 
points. The legislation for the communes, 
in all provinces of the monarchy, has also 
been materially advanced. The law regu- 
lating the local authorities in rural districts 
in my Eastern Provinces will, I trust, con- 
tribute to the settlement of the organisation 
of the rural police in a manner which, while 
it carefully respects old institutions, will de- 


velope itself in a manner in uni 
sion with the requirements of the 
present time. In the law. for the 


revaluation of landed estates, on the ocea- 
sion of the customary partition of inberitan- 
ces, in Westphalia, a method has been found 
by which the injurious breaking up of land- 
ed property into small plots may, without 
violation of the primitive customs still prev- 
alent in that portion of the population, be 
counteracted. In the framing of the laws 
on occasion of some changes in the penal. 
and correctional legislation, as well as ia the 


‘course of proceeding observed by the bigh- 


oaneful war, and has in merey preserved out 
couutry from its miseries. Do you all of

that with peace and unity a conciliatory and

mouth of the Lord hath spoken it. Isa. 58, 
13, 14.” Jam Jed to make a few remarks 
hoping to arouse the consciences of some at 
least, toa more strict observance of this firs¢ 
command of God to man. Now, I hold 
that there is no effect. without. a enuse and 
there are ‘many causes to iny mind, why the 
Sabbath is no hetter observe d, a few of | 
which I purpose in the few AcHYER I may 
write to notice, and I intend to advance no- | 
thing but what I substantiate by the word 
of God, and if [ come in conffict in opinion | 
with any unler whose observation this may 
fill. I shall be happy to consider theirs in

day. Itis true our ministers sometimes tell 
us we should keep holy the Sabbath; but 
never to my knowledge attempt to raise it 
up with the comm: bb ds “thou shait not 
steal, thou shalt not kill.” Yer I challenge 
anyone to prove that it is less i Important, or 
less binding, IT am aware I am taking broad 
ground ; bul I believe it to be bible ground 
and that I shall be able to hold it. The same 
God that said “thou shalt not kill,” said “1e- 
member the Sabbath day to keep it holy,” 
now if thou kill not yet if thou break the 

Sabbath thou art condemned. Tam aware 
that asa dermier resort it will be urged that 
the effect of Sabbath breaking is nor so bad 
upon community as murder, and in reply I 
would say, the command of God ought to 
be sufficient tosettle, that itis lis to: com- 
mand and for us to obey. That the results 
of Sat bath breaking to be seen are bad 
enough, tell me Ow any community ob- 
serve YF hak Sabbath, and TI will tellyyou their 
morals generally, aa eh know a man that 
kept holy the Sabbath to murder, I doubt if 
one case ean be found upon ‘the pages 
of history, then if Sabbath breaking comes 
before murder its Suppression Is quite as lin- 
portant. The truth is men hive become so 
abominable selfish, it is diffieult to make 
them see truth unless its furtherance pro- 
motes their interest; eyes have they but 
they see not, ears te they but they hear 
not, neither do they understand what God 
says in his wo:'d. Could’I but arouse the 
consciences of men upon this subject, once 
get them investigating this matter in the 
light the bible presents, then might we hope 
fr reformation in this, and asa fated conse- 
quence in all morals, and then shall I have 
gained the object for which [ have teken up 
my pen at this time.

Confirmation of the Destruction of Lew- 
rence. 


Murder of Free State Men! 


Mr. J, Grover arrived in this city last 
evening from. Kansas, baving left Lawrence 
on Wednesday-evening last, after the Free 
State [Hotel had been cannonaded and burnt 
down. he Hotel had just been supplied 
with furniture which cost four thousand do!- 
lars. ‘Lime was asked to remove this but it 
was refused. 

The U. 8, Marshal had previously arrest- 
ed without resistance, two Free State men, 
Deitzler and Smith. Jones then came out 
with his ruffians, and the sacking of the town 
was begun. 

Mr... “Grover was followed for a short dis- 
tance by a posse of 30 men but he succeeded 
in making his escape. He came down the 
Missouri river by the steamer Martha 
Jewett. He thinks there is no doubt of the 
complete destruction of the cs 

‘Two men were shot onthe 19th A. M. 
Jones, late of Hlinois, was going homeward 
on hopses back, froin mill, when seven pro- 
slavery ruflians met bins took his revolver 
away and then told him to start. When he 
had proceeded a few rods they again ordered 
him to halt, and one said, “ let us shout the 
d—d abolitionist? They fired with fatal 
effect. ‘This was in the afternoon, and Jones 
died at 11 P. M. 

Another case was that of Mr. Stewart, 
formerly from ui As county. He was 
going to the place where Jones was killed in 
company with three others, when they were 
met byaruffian party. After a short talk 
in which the ruffians led off, they shot Stew- 
art, and he died instantly... Mr. Grover 
saw lis body. He was shot througir the 
head. It is this ease in which the pro-sla- 
very party represent Mr. Stewart as the 
aggressor.

We, the undersigned, associate for the purpose 
of carrying out the following Pledge :— 

BuLiVING in the necessity of measures to further pro 
mote Literature, General Intelligence, Active Benevolence 
the Principles of Universal Freedom, and a British Union 
not baseu on complexional consideratious, and in the im 
perative duty now resting upon us to thwart the plans now 
maturing to array One class of Her Maiesty’s subjects 
against another, and increasing class on the grounds o! the 
complexional characteristics and origin of the latter, we 
pledge ourselves to do all in our power in our associated 
capacity, a8 members of this Union, and in our private 
Capacity, as citizens,—Ist: To promote a healthy harmony 
and to diffuse a loyal spirit among those of Her Majesty’s 
subjects with whom we may associate or come in contact 
2nd. ‘To encourage and support a Press, or those Presses 
in Canada, which will stand on the watch-tower to notify 
the citizens of this country against the unjust inputations,
